Details 
of 
Evacuation 


From Bloody Beaches 
Told 7 Years After 


i London, July 17.— (AP)— The 
British Admiralty released today, 
•even years after the event, the 
full epic story of the British and 
French 
evacuation 
from 
the 


bombed, bloody beaches of Dun- 
kerque between May 26 and June 
4, .1940. 


Jn a matter-of-fact dispatch 


written June 18. 1940, Admiral Sir 
Bertram Ramsay, who directed the 
operation, disclosed that of the 176 
British ships used in the operation 
35 were sunk and 42 others dam- 
aged. Those ships, ranging- from 
destroyers and hospital ships to 
trawlers and drifters, were sup- 
Elemented by approximately 700 
little boats which put out from 
British fishing' points to rescue the 
battered troops., 


Three hundred and thirty thou- 


sand of the British who had been 
driven out of Europe by the vic- 
torious Germans were brought 
back to Britain. 


The Admiralty. Ramsay wrote, 


had expected at the utmost to res- 
cue 45.000. 


French Navy Also Hit 


The French navy, too, suffered 


heavy losses among- the 196 ships 
which it flung: into the task of 
evacuating French troops from the 
beaches. Nineteen of them were 
sunk and two others damaged, but 
thev brought 20.525 Drench troops 
to Britain. In all, 123,095 French 
troops were 
transported 
across 


the channe". in British and French 
•hips. 


Through "intensive" air attack, 


minelaying by plane, action by mo- 
tor torpedo boats, coast artillery 
gunfire and submarine operations 
the Germans tried to block the 
evacuation, Ramsay reported. All 
their operations succeeded in part, 
but the air attacks were the worst. 
he -said. 


,A footnote reported the RAF 


destroyed 262 German planes over 
the. beaches between May 26 and 
June 4. 
, The actual evacuation started on 
May 26 with the signal^, "Please 


the beaches east of Dunkerque". 
German armor, it was noted, was 
then operating" to the south of the 
beaches. 


At about 4 p. m. on May 29 a 


two-hour dive bombing attack on 
Dunkerque harbor forced the com- 
plete cessation of embarkations of 
troops, but the operation was re- 
sumed at dusk. That air attack, 
however, blocked the harbor, and 
all troops thereafter were loaded 
from the beaches, wading out into 
the surf. 


On June 3 and 4 the small boats 


joined the evacuation fleet in in- 
creasing numbers despite "con- 
tinuous bombing attacks". Ramsay 
wrote that "the number of soldiers 
taken off the beaches by motor 
boats cannot be estimated

The American Meat Institute de- 
clared today—with reservations— 
that the nation faces the cheerful 
prospect of more meat at "mod- 
erately lower" prices this fall. 


J. R. Eggert, the institute's 


associate director of marketing, 
•aid in a statement to the joint 
congressional committee on the 
economic report that his organi- 
zation-expects a 15 per cent in- 
crease 
in 
meat 
supplies 
by 


autumn. 


"It follows." Eggert said, "that 


moderately lower pnces may be 
looked for at thai time unless 
there are more wage increases 
and developments which would 
further increase the public de- 
mand for meat. 


He added that current meat 


pnces, generally high, are "sim- 
ply the result of more people hav- 
ing- more money 
and 
wanting 


more meat thar> ever before at a 
time when supplies are season- 
ally low" '

Eggert s statement was sub- 


mitted to the committee on the 
last day of a senes of hearings 
to find out what can be done 
about stabilizing prices and the 
economy generally.

Questions Idle Pay 


In Study on Debts 


New York, July 17 —(AP)— 


The committee on public debt pol- 
icy questions the soundness of 
payment of a billion dollars in 
the last year to veterans for un- 
employment allowances and the 
treatment of a large number of 
non-service disabilities in veter- 
ans' hospital, in a study of the 
national debt released today. 


Surveying government spending, 


the committee of which the chair- 
man is W. Randolph Burgess, vice 
chairman of the National 
Oty 


Bank of X. Y., also asks whether 
the nation is paying for military 
weapons, equipment and training 
which are already obsolete. 


Organization Out of Control 
"The present government struc- 


ture is now so vast and complex", 
the study said, "that the organiza- 
tion itself is out of control." 


"Economics -will require care- 


ful discrimination to avoid im- 
pairing essential services, parti- 
cularly those which have neither 
dramatic public appeal nor any 
lobby to support them. 


"Substantial savings can be 


made by forcing greater adminis- 
trative efficiency, 
reducing ex- 


cess personnel, and eliminating du- 
plication; but substantial savings 
will require a reconsideration of 
broad policies, for -which the con- 
gress is largely responsible. 


Are Objectives Consistent? 
"For example, with respect to 


the huge military? expenditures, 
the question needs to be raised 
whether we have adjusted these 
policies and programs to the new 
scientific methods of warfare, or 
whether we are spending for wea- 
pons, equipment and training al- 
ready obsolete. 


Similarly, are the military ob- 


jectives of the armed forces con- 
sistent as between the different 
branches of the service, and also 
consistent with our foreign pol- 
icies? 


"With respect to the large ex^- 


penditure for veterans, it would 
appear that the payment of a bil- 
lion dollars in the past year for 
veterans' 
unemployment 
allow- 


ances at a time of widespread la- 
bor shortages calls for a reex- 
amination of the legislation and 
the administrative policies under 
which these payments are made".

tee will recommend '"in the neigh- 
borhood of $500,000,000" with the 
understanding that the army can 
return early next year for more 
if needed. 
The entire $725,000,- 


000 was for use until next June 30. 


Congress already has approved 


the Greece-Turkey aid and the 
relief program for liberated na- 
tions but funds to put them intc 
full effect have yet to be appro- 
priated. 


The money is to be provided 


in a supplemental appropriation 
bill scheduled to be sent to the 
house floor tomorrow or Satur- 
day. 
The same bill also carries 


the army's relief funds.

Russia Retains All 
of Steel Production 


Washington. July 17 — (AP) — 


Homer Zorpf, special consultant 
to the senate small business sub- 
committee on steel, said 
today 


that Russia is retaining all steel 
produced by itself and its satel- 
lite countries and the rest of the 
world is depending on the United 
States. 


Zorpf gave the subcommittee 


estimates that the combined de- 
mand for semi - finished steel at 
home and abroad is 100,000,000 
ingot tons 
as against expected 


world production of 86,000,000 tons. 


"With an oyer-all shortage of 


steel indicated", he said^ "it seems 
evident that it will not be pos- 
sible to satisfy all domestic and 
export demands and that exports 
must be measured with an eye to 
the effects on the domestic econ- 
omy". 


Zorpf said Russia's production is 


expected to reach 25,000,000 tons 
this year but "none of this «teel 
will be available for Europe and 
the rest of the world". 


"Not only will Russia keep all 


of the steel it produces, but the 
probabilities are that it will syph- 
on off surplus steel from its satel- 
lites, Czechoslovakia, 'uhgary1 and 
Poland, which immobilizes another 
4,000,000 tons of steel", the wit- 
ness said.

responsible for keeping the injur- 
ed man conscious.

folks. And there is always poll- 
tics. Yet in spite of this common 
evidence congressmen have a way 
•f wrapping themselves in 
the 


cloak of statesmanship and in- 
sisting: that they speak always 
with the voice of the people and 
act only from the highest of mo- 
tives. 


So it ie refreshing, at least to 


atad a man like Rep. Gerald W. 
Landis laying bare the bones of 
political purpose behind some con- 
gressional actions. 
Mr. Landis, 


an Indiana.- Republican, - did just 
that the other day while explain- 
ing to the press the relationship 
between a forthcoming-'bill to out- 
law poll-taxes and the lineup on 
Mr. Truman's recent tax out and 
labor bill vetoes. 


"Since some of the Southerners 


•pposed us on taxes," he said, "the 
idea im to put 'em on the spot. 
And if the Senate had not over- 
ridden the labor bill veto we would 
have got out an anti-lynching bill. 


Many persons of both parties 


•ppose payment of poll taxes and 
the absence of a federal law against 
lynching. But some Republican* 
Mem content to use the threat of

The most notorious of 
these was the silver slipper in 
New York which was the profes- 
sional cradle of some of the most 
distinguished radio artists of the 
present day. He had owned a few 
race horses and raced them and 
was a heavy bettor. He had de- 
serted his wife. His reputation 
was bad except among those who 
admire racketeers' On June 24 
Marlow was found dying at 'the 
gate of a cemetery with three 
bullets in his head. 


Sullivan admired him rapturous- 


ly. So he wrote: "Along Broadway 
is selling of extras telling of Frank 
Marlow's death, and yet some of 
us almost expect to see his fine 
eyes crinkle in a pleased smile 
and to hear his cheery 'hello, pard- 
ner', a salutation that was not 
paralleled on Broadway for pure 
warmth of feeling. To some Frank 
Marlow was a racketeer, beyond 
the pale of society. To us, who 
rejoiced in his friendship, he was 
an eager, impulsive, loyal friend. 
To sit at a table in a night club, 
to watch his eyes sparkle with 
pleasure, to hear him gently teas- 
Ing the little blonde-haired girl 
with whom he was head over heels 
in love, to observe the solicitude 
with which he looked after each 
one of his guests—".

Plans had been made to 
present him in a pretentious mov- 
ie in the role of a saintly priest 
and there were some who thought 
this selection slightly inapprop- 
riate. He had been hired, more- 
over to sing on the air for, $7,500 
a week in the fall and for this 
work, as well, his

could stand rehabilitation through 
praiseful publicity which Sullivan 
has been providing. Such service 
is invaluable, of course. 


Inasmuch as the tolerance and

John Lewis' new coal economy for 
another bigger round of prices and 
wage increases seems to have 
some economic relation to a new 
brand of socialism advocated by 
the AFL economic survSy for 
July. The survey howls in top 
headline: "High Prices Threaten 
Workers' Jobs and Living Stand- 
ards.'1 Then at i-he end it fur- 
nishes what it calls "the way out." 


The way out, says the AFL, Is 


"consumer 
cooperation" and it

"Consumer 
cooperation 


means cooperative ownership of a 
business. Every member is a part- 
owner . . .' We must start at once 
to organize as consumers . . . We 
cannot afford to wait . . . Write 
the federation for information on 
cooperatives and credit unions and 
names of official 
representatives 


of these two movements to advise 
you." 


Now let's see. Let's understand 


this. 
Consumer 
cooperation 
is 


cooperative ownership of a busi- 
ness, eh? That, of course, is so- 
cialism Moreover it is a different 
advanced type of socialism than 
that which the British unions have 
imposed on Britain. The British 
government bought the business 
there with government bonds, and 
as is the normal case when the 
government owns anything, no one 
owns it A union member would 
find this out if he tried to get 
his share of the business. 


» • « 


This new AFL socialism is not 


state socialism but union owner- 
ship. The unions start factoiies for 
shoes, 
clothing or 
e\ en auto- 


mobiles,' maybe. Immediately this 
breaks its own union monopoly of 
the work i in the privately owned 
shoe, clothing or automobile fac- 
tory In work and price then, AFL 
would compete with its own mem- 
bers, for the purpose of undersell- 
ing them and making their busi- 
ness unprofitable 
If AFL was 


successful, their members would 
lose the private ownership jobs 
they have now. 


Now the high pnces of which 


they complain are certainly too 
high But one reason they are high 
is because AFL has forced great- 
er jvage increases on the manage- 
ment 
(really- the public) every 


vear for the last few years. Every 
wage increase they got forced an- 
other price increase. They have 
discovered that due to the high

Lewis of course has just increas- 


ed costs and prices again by an 
inestimable hundreds of millions of 
'dollars a year with his latest jump 
of 45 cents an hour, plus a private 
union tax of 10 cents on every ton 
of coal, and many more pri- 
vileges. If Lewis succeeds in mak- 
ing the coal busines unprofitable, 
he could really buy it cheap, be- 
cause ito one would want it. But 
instead of the miners getting more 
money, then they would get much 
less because their business made 
no money.

When the union government got 


the businesses in England, the 
first thing they did was to up 
wages again. This increased prices 
again. But still they could not get 
production. Socialist England had 
to borrow money from us and now 
is trying to borrow more to buy 
from us things she should be pro- 
ducing for herself. One such thing 
is coal. She has plenty under- 
ground but her socialism will noi 
produce it at the low price which

Washington, July 17—(AP)— 


President Truman has called upon 
congress to do a real job with 
flood control, fast. 


What he's asking congress for is 


money. The U.S. army engineers 
have the plans. 


But this is an economy-minded 


congress, all for cutting expenses, 
and it's not likely to do much or 
what Mr. Truman asks. 


It's time for doing is short. It 


quits for 1947 this month. 


This is the second time in 1947 


the president has asked congress 
for big action. The first time was 
in January. The second was yes- 
terday. 


Have Plans Set to Go 


In short, this is what he said: 
The engineers have the plans 


and they've been doing what flood 
control work they could with the 
money congress has allowed them. 


But at the rate they're going— 


or, rather, at the rate congress 
has been dishing out the money— 
the plans will take 40 years to 
finish. 


Mr. Truman is asking congress 


to vote enough money to finish 
the job in 10 years. 


The great problem of flood con- 


trol is in the Mississippi river 
basin, or watershed, as it is called 


It stretches from the Appala- 


chian mountains in the east to 
the Rockies m the west. 


It takes in all or part of 31 


states, or 41 per cent of the 
United States. This is about 2,500,- 
000 square miles of the most fer- 
tile land in America- 


Western rivers, flowing east- 


ward from the Rockies, 
empty 


into the Mississippi. 


Fed by Many Streams 


Eastern rivers, flowing west- 


ward 
from 
the 
Appalachians, 


empty into it, too. 


The Mississippi, starting away 


up in Minnesota near Lake Ttasca 
flows south 2,540 miles to the 
Gulf of Mexico. 


As it moves down to the gulf 


it is fed by four great rivers 
which empty into it: 


The Ohio, flowing from 
the 


east; and the Missouri, Arkansas 


and P.ed rivers, flowing from the 
west. 


'Those great river* themselves— 


as they travel toward the Missis- 
sippi—are fed by countless small- 
er rivers and streams. 


So the five rivers—Mississippi, 


Ohio, Missouri, Arkansas and Red 
—drain the huge center of the na- 
tion. 


And sometimes one or more of 


them flood and run over their 
banks. The Missouri and upper 
Mississippi just did. 


These floods spread death, de- 


stroy homes and crops, wash away 
priceless topsoil sc necessary for 
farming, and cause money loss in 
a thousand ways, such as stalled 
trains, broken telephone lines, and 
so on. 


Job Half Finished 


After the disastious K>\ser Mis- 


sissippi river flood m 1927, con- 
gress told the engineers to do a 
flood control job there. 


They've been working on it 


since—without time out for war— 
and in the 20 years since 1927 


i have half finished the job. 


i 
They've been limited by 
the 


amount of money congress will 
give them each year. 


The cost of flood control on that 


lower river—the river beloxv Cairo, 
HI.—was to have been about 51,- 
000,000,000. So far congress has 
appropriated, 
or 
voted, 
about 


5546,000,000 for the job. 


(This year, with about $450,000,- 


000 of the work still to be done, 
the house has voted only $24,000,- 
000. 
The senate may boost this a 


bit. 


After the disastrous Ohio river 


flood of 1937, congress told the 
engineers to draw up a plan of 
flood control for the whole coun- 
try, which means all the big 
rivers, not just the lower Missis- 
sippi. 


The engineers did and have been 


working on it since—except dur- 
ing the war—but their work has 
been limited by the money-given 
by congress. 


Mr. Truman figures to carry out 


the flood control program—to be 
finished in 10 years if congress 
votes enough money—will cost 
about $6,000,000,000.
